Only clews as to identity are a 
single tooth, an old brier pipe, the 
composition handle of a pocket 
knife and a hob-nailed pair of 
boot soles. 

The skull was fractured in sev- 
eral places and in the back of the 
skull was a round hole, made it is 
believed by a bullet. The body 
had lain in the grave for about 
five years. 

Data and theories concerning 
the skeleton were offered by Dep- 
uty Coroner E. P. Doyle and Dep- 
uty Sheriffs Ira B. Caster, R. Stan- 
ley Snedigar and Jesus Amarias.

Previously this committee has 
been deciding only on lemons con- 
trolled by the California Fruit 
Growers exchange. 

The Agricultural Prorate Com- 
mission of California decided last 
week that all lemons produced in 
the state should come under the 
authority of the prorate commit- 
tee. 

For 10 years lemon shippers in 
the Exchange have been operating 


suc- 


under a prorate plan. This plan 
enabled the price to be better con- 
trolled so that the returns would 
bring a net sum to the growers. 
The Exchange controls about 90 
per cent of the crop. 

This year’s lemon crop was so 
large that the independent ship- 
pers were able to send enough 
lemons to the markets to serious- 
ly lower the price. Many lemon 
growers sought state-wide market 
control and hearings were con- 
ducted by the prorate commission. 
As the hearings ended the com- 
mission decided that the entire 
output of the state crop should be 
controlled.
